GARDEN NOTES 
By Jessie Ward Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

I T IS time now to change the 
beds of winter annuals such 
as stocks and snapdragons to 
the summer annuals. 

African Marigolds, zinnias and 
asters are probably the three 
most desirable summer annuals 
for cut flowers. Other good sum¬ 
mer flowering plants for bedding 
purpose are petunias, ageratum, 
bachelor buttons, penstemon, sal¬ 
via, lobelia, columbine, ice plants, 
scabiosas, verbenas, phlox, sweet 
williams, portulacas, cosmos and 
chrysanthemums. 

Ageratum, columbine, salvia, 
lobelia and sweet williams pre¬ 
fer some shade. Other shade lov¬ 
ing flowering plants are hydran¬ 
geas, fuchsias and begonias. Lo¬ 
belia is especially fine for borders 
in shady situations. 

A combination of Rosy Morn 
Petunias and Silver Blue Petun¬ 
ias is fine in hanging baskets or 
boxes in the full sun. They are 
splendid as a ground-cover in 


carrying two or 
three fruit in a cluster should be 
thinned to one fruit. We have 
known trees to bear themselves 
to death if not thinned when they 
were over-producing. In any case 
a tree that over produces one 
year will rest the next and hardly 
bear at all. 

For a trim low permanent bor¬ 
der along a drive or walk, try 
the Japanese Boxwood. For higher 
hedges use Privet or Cypress. All 
hedges should be pruned to keep 
them tidy. A hedge is essential to 
border property adjoining a va¬ 
cant lot.

The City 
Council, of the City of Sierra 
Madre does hereby determine and 
declare that weeds which bear 
seeds of a wingy or downy na¬ 
ture, or attain such a large 
growth as to become a fire men¬
